Commissioners Aim 
At Removing Co. 
Voting Hardships 


A complete overhaul of the 
county's precinct locations and 
polling places to erase some of 
the reported hardships of vot- 
ing in last week's general elec- 
tion, was approved by the 
County Commission this week 
by adopting a resolution draft- 
ed by Commission Chairman 
Paul Rardin. 

Following adoption of the re- 
solution which recommended 
sweeping changes in the present 
voting machinery, Chairman 
Rardin named the county board, 
plus Attorney Harry Johnston 
and Engineer Steve Middleton 
as a committee to vigorously 
push for the suggested changes, 

The Rardin resolution called 
for legislative action to declare 
county, state and national elec- 
tions, a general holiday to al- 
low the use of schools, court 
houses and other public build- 
ings as polling places — a move 
aimed to increase the size of 
polling places to allow voters 
inside the buildings and not be 
forced to line up outside poll- 
ing places. 

The resolution also called for 
a review of the county's pres- 
ent precinct boundaries with a 
view to “replanning, renaming, 
redistributing and rearranging 
said precincts Providing 
each and every voting citizen 
with a convenient and efficient 
place in which to cast his bal- 
lot.” 

In addition, Rardin recom-

For his very first sermon in 
Temple Beth Sholem Mr. Jack 
Statemen choose as his topic 
the book of “Genesis” it being 
the first Book of Moses, as well 
as the first book of the Bible. 
Its Hebrew name is Bereshith 
and is taken from its first word 
which means “In the begin- 
ning”. 

How did the world begin? 
Why is there evil in the world? 
Why do men have to work so 
hard to make a. living? How 
did murder come into the world? 
What is the origin of clothes? 

Men have always asked these 
question. Our Jewish ancestors 
asked these questions too, and 
many others, They were also 
curious about themselves and 
their origins. It was amazing to 
them how the Jewish people, 
small and weak, and buffeted 
about by mighty kings and pow- 
erful empifes, managed to sur- 
vive. Did they possess some 
power mightier than the sword? 
What was that power? Why 
was Abraham chosen to found 
the Jewish people and why did 
God enter into a covenant with 
him. 

The book of Genesis is con- 
cerned with these and other 
matters, The Bible speaks in 
“the ordinary language of men”, 
Therefore it used the ideas men 
had at the time it was written 
to enable them to understand 
more readily the great spiritual 
teachings of the Jewish Reli-

world have changed and, with 
increasing knowledge, may fur- 
ther change, these great beliefs 
are unaffected by them and 
will remain unaffected forever.

In prdviding the necessary 
facilities for this huge produc- 
tion, Southern Bell and Ameri- 
can Telephone Company en- 
gineers and technicians worked 
against the clock in installing 
the necessary remote TV pick- 
up equipment. 

More than twenty trucks and 
cars, a chartered boat and an 
ocean barge were equipped 
with TV equipment shipped 
from as far afield as Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio and California. 
Four 200-foot microwave tow- 
ers and one 100-foot tower were 
constructed at various points in 
Florida to provide temporary 
facilities to out-of-the-way lo- 
cations where parts of the pro- 
gram originated. 


Postmaster Farnall’s 
Advice On Xmas Mail 


In anticipation of the largest 
holiday mail volume in the his- 
tory of the Post Office Depart- 
ment, the nation’s chief “mail- 
man”, Postmaster General 


Arthur E. Summerfield out- 
lined today ten basic pointers 
for users of the mails to follow 
in order to assure prompt and 
safe delivery of their Christmas 
cards and gifts. 

George P. Farnall, local post- 
master, points out the follow- 
ing ten points 

1. Address mail fully and 
clearly. Write legibly or print 
plainly. Where applicable, use 
zone numbers on, the address 
and return address. Avoid using 
abbreviations which might con- 
fuse mail handlers. 

2. Be certain that a return 
address is printed on the upper 
left hand corner of both Christ- 
mas cards and parcels. This will 
prevent any undelivered mail 
ending up in a “dead letter” of- 
fice. 

3. Do not enclose coins or 
hard objects of any kind in let- 
\ters without marking the en- 
| velope for hand stamping. High 
speed cancelling machines can- 
not process such letters, often 
jam and damage letters. 

4. Do not mail cash in any 
Christmas gift. For’ safety’s 
sake, use Postal Money Orders 
or checks. 

5. Make sure parcels are well 
packed and securely wrapped 
in strong containers. Cushion- 
ing material, such as excelsoir, 
shredded newspapers or tissue 
paper should be evenly and 
firmly placed on all sides of the 
Christmas gift. The carton 
should be wrapped in heavy 
paper and securely tied with 
strong twine, 

6. Gifts of a delicate nature, 
such as glass, china, electrical 
appliances, radios and musical 
instruments, MUST be marked 
“Fragile” by the mailer. Food 
stuffs should be marked “Per- 
ishable” if subject to spoilage. 

7. Insure parcels. Registered 
letters of real value. Where 
only proof of delivery is re- 
quired for letters of no intrinsic 
value use Certified mail. Use 
Combination Mail where a let- 
ter or message — other than a 
gift tag — is to be enclosed 
inside a Christmas package. 

8. Ask at any post office for 
the free pamphlet, “Post Office 
Department Publication No. 3", 
|which contains rates of postage 
and limits of size and weight 
for domestic mail. Another free

10. Every postal employee is 
happy to answer questions on 
postal rules and regulations, 
Anyone with problems about 
mailing his Christmas parcels 
should avail himself of the op- 
portunity of discussing the 
problems with postal employees, 
and take advantage of their ex- 
perience, 

Postmaster Farnall further 
emphasizes how important it is 
to start planning now to shop 
early and mail early for Christ- 
msa. * 


Immunization For 
Diptheria Advised 
By Dr. Brumback 


An outbreak of diptheria in 
the county with three children 
hospitalized since Oct. 15, 
brought a warning from the 
Paim Beach County Health 
Dept. today to all parents to 
inspect the immunization rec- 
ord of their children, 

The children hospitalized 
were four, six and 13 years of 
age, with one being on the criti- 
cal list when taken to the hos- 
pital. 

Diptheria is a “dangerous 
disease” when not treated prop- 

ly according to Dr, C, L. 
Brumback, director of health 
department who urged parents 
to see their doctors if there is 
a suspicion of the disease, or 
if they have not been immun- 
ized, One of the most signific- 
ant symptoms of the disease is 
a sore throat, usually with a 
white coating and usually with 
a high temperature, “Many 
other throat infections will 
bring temperatures of 103 or 
higher,” Dr. Bramback said, 
“but often diptheria tempera- 
tures may not go any higher 
than 100 or 101. 

Pediatricians throughout the 
county and most practitioners 
will give DPT immunization to 
children. For those that do not 
have their own physician in 
Belle Glade and area the Health 
Dept. operates a clinic on Tues- 
day from 8:30 to 10:30 a, m. 
and 2 to 4 p. m. for negro pat- 
ients and on Wednesday for 
{white patients 8'30 to 10:30 
ja'm. and 2 to 4 p. m. The 
Health Dept. Clinic is located 
jhere at 1024 N. W. Ave. D. 

Dr. Brumback further stated 
that one or two cases are not 
unusual in a yeat’s time but 
three cases in such a short per- 
iod, warrants issuing a general 
warning for parents to check 
on immunization and if symp- 
ton appea
